How Very Like. 


The Brownlow regime of Tennessee set 
the example for radical governments in the 
South. It has been zealously imitated. It 
zubsidized the press whenever it could, 
Parson Brownlow was eloquent in bis 
proélamations, in season and out of season, 
und had them displayed largely in the col- 
umns of his partisan papers. He laid hie 
hands upon railroads in his State, under the 
color of various pretexts, and gave their 
control t his partisans, who appropriated 
their earnings, and shared largely with 
subordinates, by multiplying the number 
ot employees and increasing their salaries. 
lia raised, armed and paid a large and ex- 
pensive military force and used it in con- 
trolling elections. He multiplied the staff 
at Executive headquarters, burdened the 
peuple with taxes, and damaged the credit 
of tie State. His hungry partisans laid 
their sacrilegions hands upon the sacred 
echool fund of the State! To Brownlow 
belongs the prestige. Our Radical legisla-

Balance of Power. 


Ever since the formation of our Federal 
Union, the preservation of the balance of 
power between the States has been a topic 
more or less exciting. All the States 
of the Union, at some period in our history, 
have taken alarm at encroachments, either 
real or threatened, upon their reserved 
sovereign right to regulate their own do- 
mystic affairs, : 

The varied interests of peoples of differ- 
ent pursuits, traditions and ethnological 
traits, occupying a vast continent, demand 
a division of soverignty, to the end that 
local legislation may be adapted to their)" 
wants, and the object of good government 
be accomplished ; that is, the greatest good 
to the greatest number of men. 

Jmmemorial usage has accustomed the 
people throughout Europe to the monarch- 
icat form of government, and, as yet, their 
convictions of what are their best interests 
lead them to prefer it. The Hanse Towns, 
or Free Cities of Germany, and the little 
Republic of San Marino are exceptions. 

In Ameriea the Republican form of gov- 
ernmecat was wisely chosen by our prede-
